Lionel Conacher, Canada’s 
Greatest Athlete Passes 


OTTAWA (CP)—Lionel Con- 
acher died Wednesday night in 
familiar -surfoundings — on a 
playing field, ~ 

‘The Big Train, Canada’s great- 
est athlete of the half-century, 
collapsed at third base after pol- 
ing out a triple in the sixth inn- 
ing of the annual softball game 
between members. of - Parlia- 
ment and the Parliamentary 
Press Gallery, 

‘He was dead on arrival at hos- 
pital 20 minutes later. 

The hospital said apparent 
cause of death was coronary 
thrombosis—a heart attack. 

Thousands have paid tribute 
to his prowess as an athlete as 
‘a ball player, hockey star, rugby, 
llacrdsse, boxer and almost any 
sort of sport in which he took 
part; 

The Big Train’s versatility 
‘was such that it burst right out 
into the open at odd moments 
and in far-flung places. 

Clem Loughlin, the old Chi- 
cago Black Hawk coach of Vik- 
ing likes to tell this story: 

Lionel ‘Conacher was then a 
defenceman .with the Black 
Hawks who were going through 
the preseason training period 
near the University of Illinois 
campus at ‘Champagne.

In the past pinworm was most 
often treated with a disinfectant 
called gentian violet. But this medi- 
cation was not always effective. Re- 
cently antibiotics have been; used 
with greater success. In one study, 
in which terramycin was used, the 
treatment was successful in 59 out 
of 61 cases. 
As the pinworm’s eggs are pro- 
tected in a tough three-layer shell, 


a careful routine is necessary to | ling everything from dubious advertising plans to m' 


destroy the eggs. All clothing, linens 
and other articles handled by the 
patient must be carefully disin- 
fected.” 

The scratching, and some actions 
of the worms themselves, may leave 
the way open for secondary infec-
